Mr. Rlount, of Georjda, thought that the 
proper tliin.tr to be done was to take away 
from the Committee on Appropriations ttie 
power to put a single legislative proposition 
upon an appropriation uill and then give to 
the other committees u ritrlit to secure action 
on the important business reported by them.

Help was summoned, but before it came tiie 
building was consumed. 


After day had dawned tlie ruins were 


searched, and Knoeh was found on the 
floor in the front room with his wife in his 
arms. Both bodies were burned to a crisp. 
A lew feet away was an unrecognizable 
mass, supposed to be the remains of the 
oldest child. Later the searchers found 
the crumbling ashes of the baby. 


The men found a revolver in the ruins, 


and it is said that Knoch never owned a 
weapon. This, coupled with tlie fact that 
Knoch was known to have some money in 
the house, leads to the suspicion that mur- 
der was committed for the sake of robbery, 
and that the building was fired to cover up 
the crime. The position in which the asiies 
of the family were lying seems, however, 
lo oppose this opinion.

A Cuban Privateer Seized, 


NEW YOBK, Deo. 17.—The steamer City 


of Mexico, formerly running between this 
city and Havana, was seized at Beard's 
stores in Brooklyn .yesterday ou a charge 
made by United States officers that she was 
being fitted out for a filibustering expedition 
against Cuba, The vessel was sold to an

Tliere the arms 
were to be distributed and the. expedition 
made up.

THE PUBLIC LIBHABT. 


The value, convenience and satis 


faction of a good library to a com 
munity cannot be overestimated. It 
tendency is to cultivate a taste fo 
wholesome food to the mind an 
thereby close the gap towards vie 
and all attendant evils. With thes 
thoughts in view the Ladies' Librar 
association, in 1867, established 
small library which was produetiv 
of much good. In 1875, the assoc 
ation donated the entire library, con 
sisting of j upwards of sixteen hnn 
dred volumes and the furniture of th 
hall to the city. Since which tim 
many volumes of valuable literaton 
have been added and the librar 
thrown open to the public. 


The number of volumes at th; 


time is six thousand, eight hundre 
and sixty-eight, an increase of fiv 
thousand two hundred and eleve. 
volumes since the city accepted con 
trol. Besides the above, the readin 
room is supplied with fifty-five news 
papers and periodicals, to-wit: seve 
dailies, thirty-two weeklies, twelv 
mom hlies, and fonr reviews. Of thes 
forty-one are parch ashed andfourtee 
are donated. Among the dailies ar 
tbe Chicago Times, Chicago Tribune 
St Louis Globe-Democrat, St Loui 
Republican, tbe daily Republicaa 
REVIEW and Herald, of Decatur. Th 
latter three are donated. Among 
some of the leading weeklies are th 
New York Herald, New York Times 
Harper's Weekly and Harper's Ba 
zar, New York Tribune, Scientifi 
American, 
Cincinnati 
Enquirer

Weekly, etc.

monthlies, are the Atlantic, Centary 
Harper's, St. Nicholas, Popular Sci 
ence, Magazine of Art, and others. 


The whole number of visitors t 


the reading rooms within the las 
year was thirty-seven thousand eigh 
hundred and sixty-two, being an av 
erago daily attendance of one bund 
red and thirty-one. The number o 
cards issued to the last year is six 
hundred and twenty-seven, and the 
whole number of cards issued sine 
the establishment of the library, i 
two thousand eight hundred and 
twenty-eight 
From this showing i 


will be readily seen that there is 
very marked increase in the demanc 
for the librar j's intellectual food 
Over fifty thousand volumes were 
circulated in the last year, being at 
average of more than four thousanc 
books read per month. Of the kinds 
of literature chosen, the librarian ha 
classified as follows: Literary and 
scientific, 25 per cent; English prose 
fiction, 46 per cent; juvenile, 29 per 
cent. 


The library is enlarged each year 


by the addition of from two to three 
hundred volumes. The annual ex 
penses of the library and reading 
room to the city is about two thous 
and dollars, a mere bagatelle as com- 
pared to the good it disseminates. 


The present directors of the library 


are, Mrs. Mary A. Bradley, W. A. 
Barnes, Mrs. Ahca Bishop, W. J 
Quinlan, Henry S. Shlaudeman, \V. J 
Wayne, W. T. Wells, and Miss Mary 
Wilder.

an, and she has served in that capac 
ity so long and faithfully, that she 
can lay her hand upon any volume 
desired by the visitor.
